Clean cultivation, rotation of 
crops, cleaning up of fence ‘corners, 
close pasturage, and the burning over 
of waste grassland in the spring or 
fall are good measures to preverit a 
recurrence of the army worm. 

What to do for Small Areas. 

For small areas, like lawns and pri- 
vate grounds,-the poison bait, nien- 
tioned above, may be used. Equally 
efficient is the application of ‘a spray 
of one. pound arsenate of lead. dis- 
solved in 25 gallons of water. If the | 
powdered arsenate. of lead is more 
easily. obtainable, one.pound of this
